Friday, Oct, 3rd, 1890. 
The Delegates from the Churchs composing the Tennessee 
River Association of Missionary Baptist met with Jasper Church, 
Jasper, Marion County, Tennessee, on Friday, the 3rd, day of Oc- 
toper, 1890. and held its thirty-third annual meeting, at 11 o'clock 
a. m. the people were called together by singing 415 Baptist Pslamist. 

"Come thou fount of evry blessing; 

Tune my heart to sing they grace! . 

Streams of mercy never ceasing 

Calls for songs of loudest pvaise! 
Teach me some melodious sonnet 

Sung by flaming tongues above; .

2. Resolved. That we respectfully propose to the general bodies of on r 
brethren of other denominations to select representative scholars who shall 
consider and seek .to determine just what is the teachings of the Bible on the 
leading points of different of doctrines and fealty between the denominations, 
in the hope that they can, at least, help to a better understanding of the issues 
involved and 

3. Resolved. That we heartily favor that the results of the proposed confer- 
ence of representative scholars be widely published in all the denominational 
papers so that the Christian public will be thoroughly enlightened concerning 
these results, and that progress be made toward true Christian union.

Your Committee to whom was referred the Church Letters for 
report, beg to submit the following : 

I submit that very little has been done during the year by the 
churches toward complying with the promises made at our last As- 
sociation. We voted to try to raise $400 during the Associational 
year. Most of the churches which made the effort to raise this sum 
succeeded, but those making no effort report leanness. 

Many of the churches did not even send a letter, much less a 
delegate. Two cents would have sent the letter, and this would 
have been some relief. Brethren, I urge upon you to send a letter 
next year, that the Association may know that you still breath, if but 
slightly. 

The condition of the churches, as shown by letters, is as follows : 

Antioch. — No pastor. Bro. Mike Hill is preaching for them as 
often as he can. They send no delegate or letter. 

Bethel. — Has had no regular pastor, but has had preaching once 
a month for most of the time. This church has paid for preaching, 
during the year, $9.65. Nothing for missions of any kind. A loss of 
twelve members is shown by their letter. 

3. Beech Grove. — The letter from this church shows that some 
progress has been made. Crawford Howell has preached for them 
the past year, once a month, and they have paid him $30. They 
send up for missions, $2.50. Their increase in membership is 13. 

< 4. Bethesda. — This church has paid $15 for preaching, and 
nothing for missions. The church asks for a letter of dismissila. 

5. Charity. — This church shows that they have paid for preach- 
ing, $50; Sunday Schools, $1 ; missions $2. They have a weekly 
prayer meeting and Sunday school. ""N 

6. — Cumberland Mountain. — Shows an increase of five mem- 
bers, but nothing for preaching or missions. It is understood that 
they are erecting a new church building. 

7. Centennial. — This church shows an increase of ten members, 
but nothing for preaching or missions. 

8. Cave Spring. — An* increase of seven members ; nothing for 
preaching or missions. 

9. Cedar Grove. — A loss of three members ; paid for preaching, 
$28.35 ; but not a cent for missions. A letter of dismissal asked for. 
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10. Center Point. — Shows an increase of one member. Keeps 
up Sunday school and prayer meeting. Contributions for Sunday 
schools, $6; sta* > missions, $7.50. Nothing for preaching. 

11. Ebeneiozer. — A decrease of one member. No contributions 
for*any purpose. 

12. Friendship. — An increase of fifteen members. Paid pastor, 
$60; Sunday schools, $5; missions, $47.35; ministerial education $5. 
They have a regular prayer meeting and Sunday school. 

13. Freedom. — This church shows a decrease of twelve members. 
Paid preacher $ ; for missions $ 

14. Gurleys.— Paid pastor, $33.90; for missions, $8.34. 

15. Haile's Cove. — Lost two by death, and decreased nine. Sun- 
day school occasionally. Paid pastor, $2.90 ; and nothing for missions. 

16. Harmony.— This church shows an increase.of sixteen mem- 
bers. Regular Sunday school. Contributions for Sunday schools, 
$1.35; for pastor, $23.80; missions, $7.40. The church is prospering. 

17. Jasper. — A decrease of three members— one deceased ; paid 
pastor, $75 ; nothing for missions. 

18. Larksnsville. — An increase of four members. Contribu- 
tions for missions, $2.60; tor pastor, $14.50. 

19. Mt. Nebo. — Shows a loss of five members; paid for missions

Another year has gone by, freighted with its joys and griefs, 
with its rights and wrongs, with its cares and vexations. The his- 
tory, we have written as Saints, individually, or as organized congre- 
gations to do work for the Master, whether for good or otherwise, 
has passed into eternity, and cannot .be recalled, revised or erased, 
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but must remain as changeless as the immutable purposes of an al- 
wise God. We may receive pardon and remission, but never eras- 
ure or obliteration. It is only the mercies of our gracious Father 
that can relieve us from the odium or penalty of our misdoings. 
What we may do, or have .done, goes down the ages, and will not 
stop at the grave, but with a bound crosses over and rushes on the 
wings of an irresistable force, to trouble and vex those who come 
after us.

In addition to the above amount raised and expended Dr G W 
Ellis has raised and expended for the education of our Alabama bovs 
in Howard College $3,512.29. A part of the year two of our bovs were 
in this college, to wit: J. W. Willis and C. T. Starkev, of whom 
we may justly be proud, for they are both grand young men, who 
give promise of great usefulness in the near ' future. Beside 
this array of money, the State Convention received in pledges 
and cash for the Judson the sum of $10,000, for Howard $14415.51 
and for work m Cuba $2852.50 ; making $54,090.80. You sav this 
looks wonderful ; and so it is, but with this, the spirit' of 
the Lord in the hearts of His people is expected to do manv things 
that look incredulous. Let us see who has done these oreat 
things, for we are a great people in a sense. That we may keep in- 
formed as to progress in another direction we beg to submit that we 
have now m Alabama 70 Associations, 1,428 churches, 856 ordained 
ministers and a membership of 98,893, which is an increase of 4,532 
in the year. There are also in the State 861 colored Baptist church- 
es with a membership of 87,783, who have contributed of their means 
for this work in Alabama, $12,682.90. The total contributions of the 
white Baptist in Alabama during the conventional vear, as the re- 
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port to the S. B. C. shows, was $149,543.49. The whole amount of 
monev contributed bv the states comprising the Southern Baptist 
Convention was, for the last fiscal year ending April 30, 1890, for 
mission $176,973.54. We have in the bounds of the 8. B. C. 1,194, 
520 white Baptist and 1,129,547 colored Baptist ; a total of 2,324.067. 
This shows an increase of white Baptist of 37,440, and of colored 
19 421 ; a total increase of 56,861 during the year. We now call at- 
tention to the field work of Alabama, under the guidance of Brother 

Cumpton. 

Bessemer has been for three years under the watch care or 
the board, but Julv the 1st, became self sustaining. Elyton, under 
the pastorial care of Brother Harris, will be able to stand alone af- 
ter this vear; so will Blockton, with Brother Lowery as pastor. It 
is hoped and believed that Gainsville, Oxana, Auburn, Scottsboro, 
Sheflield, Girard, Jasper, Fort Payne, Thomasville and Decatur will 
all be self-sustaining, or nearly so, after this year. Among these 
congregations five churches have been built. The field in Lownds 
county has been worked into new, life and they are doing well over 

Brother Furgeson, in East Liberty and Central Associatins, is do- 
in* "Teat work, and the cause is gathering new life there. 

In Carry, Boiling Spring, Bethel, Mobile and Clear Creek asso- 
ciations the "missionaries are doing a grand work under the Lord's 
command to "go forward." The old field at Tuscumbia is taking 
on new life, and will soon be on foot again. Bro. J. B. Huckaber is 
doing good work in the Tennessee river valley below Decatur. Good 
work is being done at Ensley City, Autaugaville, Camp Hill, Thom- 
asville, Eutaw, Rock Run, Bluffton, East Birmingham and South- 
side Missibn, where our own J. W. Willis is doing a grand work. 

We mention this work te show what fields Brother Cumpion is 
cultivating, and wold like to say something about the Alabama boys 
who are laboring in these fields, but space forbids. 

We wish to briefly refer to the women's work, and we are done. 

The Woman's Mission Union Auxiliary to the Southern Baptist 
Convention is doing a great work. Their report at the last Southern 
Baptist Convention for the first quarter, or for the first three months 
of the year,. amounted to $1,296.43. - The amount for the second quar- 
ter is equallv as good For the last month it was $329.10; with only 
ninety-five societies. Now, what we wish to recommend on this line 
is, that our standing committee on woman's work in the Associa- 
tion organize each church with a committee on woman's work, and 
that the chairman of each committee procure from the clerk a list«of 
all the members of the church, and make it a point to get from each 
member a sum equal to one penny a week, or one cent each, or the 
equivolent to this sum. This will give enough money for all the 
pressing needs of our work. This work will accomplish a greatdeal. 
If we men go to sleep the sisters will do the work, for they were last 
aj the cross and first at the tomb. On one occasion, when the multi- 
tude were shouting "hosanna to the king," men in the church assayed 
to stop the multitude, but the king said to them : u tt these do not cry 
out the rocks and mountains will.". We take it that if men in our 
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churches fail to do their duty the women and sinners will praise 
God with their substance. God bless the women. Respectfully sub- 
mitted.

Your Committee on Home Missions submits the following report. 
The territory of our Home Mission Board extends from Maryland to Texas, 
and from Missouri to Florida, and the Island of Cuba, embracing the Indians 
of the West and Negros of the South, the Foreigners who come into our 
states, and the destitute among our own native population. Eternity alone 
will reveal the good that has already beed accomplished by the missionaries of 
the Board. They have preached the glad tidings of salvation in all the above 
territory. Doubtless 100,000 souls have been brought to Christ through their 
influence. There have been 89,000 or 90,000 converts baptised by them, over 
1000 churches organised and some 3000 Sunday Schools established, and they 
have been instrumental in building, probably, 1000 houses of worship. 
Many of the feeble mission stations occupied by them have become strong 
churches and aiding the Board in a substantial way. The Board has, or will 
have, in all probability, ?70 missionaries employed this year, preaching the 
gospel, and they are 1< oking to the churches of our mission board in the 
Southern States raainl for the means to pay these missionaries. Now 
brethren will we not he , our Board in this noble work? Let us do more this 
year than ever for Hoi a Missions. We can do more, we ought do more, we 
must do more. May Got help us to do more for Christ's sake, Amen.

Your Committee on Foreign Missiosns submits the following report. 

We have carefully jonsidered this branch of the work given- the people 
of God to do, and find tnat the Baptist were pioneer workers for foreign 
missions. Wm. Cary, was baptised b/ Robert Kyi and, October, 5, 1781, and 
was ordained August, lo87. In May 1792 at Nottingham, Eng., he preached 
his fameous sermon, using Isiah LIV: 2-3 as his text. He divided his text 
into two exhortations. 1st. "Expect great things from God." 2d. "Attempt 
great thing for God." ' The first missionary society was formed at Kittering, 
Eng, Oct., 2, 1792, which raised for the work sixty-five dollars. Wm. Cary, in 
company with Dr. Thomas, sailed for India, June, I3«, 1793. On December, 29 
1800, the fiist Hindoo convert was baptised in the Ganges; his naine was Krish- 
na Pal- Adoniram .ludson and Newell, with their wives, on February, 19, 
1812, sailed for Calcutta, and on June 17 reached their field of labor. Judson 
and wife joined the Baptist Church in Calcutta Sept. 6, 1812. Judson reached 
Rangoon July 13, 1>13; and baptised his first convert June 27 1819, 
Moung Nan. This man was of great assistance to Mr, Judson. Judson 
preached in Burmah o the Buddhists for six yearn; without a convert. 
This was in 1813, and from this one, in 1889 we find the following figures as 
to Burmah.

We would like to give a few statistical facts showing what has been done the 
hist year by our Association, but have no datta by which to do this. We will 
say, however, that the Sunday School cause need not be neglected as literature 
can be had almost for the asking.

Words' publications, as sound, pre-eminently Baptislic. There are

Your Committee on Minsiterial Education submits the following report. 

Having had but little time to. think over this subject, I am satisfied that 
you will make the propr allawance for my short- coinings. I confess to vou 
that I feel wholely unprepared to give this subject justice with the means of* in- 
formation at hand. It is as true in the work of the ministry, as in any trade 
or profession, that proficiency is only attaind through a well trained intelect 
together with that bodily training that is necessary to constitute a master 
builder. No physician or lawyer ever becomes a real benefactor until he is 
recognized as a leader in his profession. The ministry is an exception to this 
rule only on the line that men who preach and do not teach have done great 
good; and no disparagement, yet no one doubts but that they would have done 
greater good had they possessed broader opportunities. It is a recognized fact 
that many pious, God tearing men have done and are still doing much for 
the cause of Christ, though unprepared to fully teach His word. They have 
produced much fruit, and who can say what they would have accomplished 
had they been thoroughly prepared for the great work in which they were 
engaged. We have never seen an uneducated minister who did not regret, 
and pine,over his want of a wider and broader knowledge of the word of God. 
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It in said in the Word of God that every minister shall be a workman; that he 
needefh not be ashamed of his work, rightly dividing the same, giving each his 
portion in due season. It is a well established fact that when a man is in po#«- 
session of the first great qualification for the ministry, a convert in nature, 
living a life in harmony with the declaration, the more he is 
educated the more light he will shed around him and accomplish a 
greater work. Then it is the judgment of this committee that the Association 
should have, at least, some of her young men in College preparing for 
the &reat work of the Christian ministry. "Not educate them for preachers, 
but educate them because they are preachers/' Fi?e hundred dollars to How- 
ard College is a sma.ll sum loaned to return to us in the person of one of our 
young men, after he has finsihed his Collegiate course, and returned, and we 
would rejoice that we had helped the young man. Look at what we have 
done in the past on this line. We ask, have we ever helped a young man that 
brought shame to us? Not one. Respectfully submitted.

Report of the Clerk on the statistics and other facts in regard to the Ten- 
nessee River Association. This Association was organized in 1S53, in Septem- 
ber, and the first regular meeting was held in September, 1854, with Friend- 
ship chnrch, as I am informed, but who the first Maderator was, 1 am unable, 
so far, to learn definately, but Brother E. P. Cowart, who was one of the origi- 




January, 11, 1869. The churches were scattered over a large territory which 
was thinly settled, hence these meetings were more a love-meeting than a 
practical business meeting. I would like to give some of the business side 
of these meetings but can not because I cannot procure a single minute back of 
1866. From September 1860 to September 1865 no meeting was held. By refer- 
ing to a table, prepared and appended to this minute, vou will find some 
facts I think worth studying- In September 1865 the Association met after a 
lapse of five years, with New Hope church, R, H. Taliaferro Moderator and 
B. B. Toney, Clerk, and the table, above referred to, will show who has been 
honored by the position, as its officers, and who has been selected to preach 
the annual sermons, ana the Scriptural text used by each on such occasions, 
except two, J. J. Beeson in 1871 and P. Brown in 1873. By reference to said 
table vou will find the place and time of said meeting, the number of 
churches represented, the number of persons baptised, the number of mem- 
bers represented, the amount of money raised, as shown by the reports each 
year. While the showing is not very favorable, considering the number of 
members reperesented, it is the history we have written, and it should stimu- 
late us to greater efforts for the future. Brother R. H, Taliaferro, Baiiy 
Bruce and J. C. Castiller are the only Moderators since I860, that have died.
